Federal 
Aid Bills 
A Threat 


MOVIES OF THE WEEK 


ROCKFORD, III. - Pending 
federal aid - to - education bills 
pose a threefold threat to those 
very elements of American higher 
education which have made it the 
envy and wonder of the world,' 
members of the American Col­ 
lege, Public Relations As s n. 
(ACPRA) were told here Thursday. 
Dr. John A. Howard, president 
of Rockford College, in a speech 
prepared for delivery at the 4»th 
annual convention of ACPRA at 
The Greenbrier, W. Va., said the 
legislation: 
—Discriminates 
against 
th e 
church-related, and even the spir­ 
itually-oriented institutions, 
—Threatens the diverse charac­ 
ter of our colleges and universi­ 
ties, 
—Would diminish the planning 
initiative from the college admin­ 
istrators and boards of control. 
Religion Excluded 
“Are we prepared as a nation 
to adopt the view that education 
shall be confined to intellectual 
pursuits?” Howard asked. "For, 
to the extent that the federal gov­ 
ernment is involved, religion is 
excluded. 
“The Supreme Court ban on 
school prayers in New York comes 
as no surprise to anyone who has 
studied the pending House Bi l l 
(8900) which would make grants 
for academic structures except 
those in which religious services 
may be held. In effect, this bill 
discriminates against church-re­ 
lated colleges and universities. 
"Church and state have been 
proclaimed forever separate in 
our nation. As state involves it­ 
self in eduucation, church and re­ 
ligion must be withdrawn.’’ 
Citing the diversity in the sire, 
programs, beliefs and varied cli­ 
mates as one of the m a j o r 
strengths of American higher 
education Howard said: 
Research Grants Cited 
"Government grants, however 
wisely legislated 
and however 
wisely administrated cannot fail 
to produce a certain unjormity 
among recipient colleges and uni 
versifies.” 
Howard pointed also to recent 
comments by the presidents of 
Harvard University and Univer­ 
sity of Louisville as to the effects 
of government research contracts 
in creating imbalances among the 
various departments and pro­ 
grams. 
"Governmental programs have 
the inexorable effect of making 
of an institution something differ 
ent than it would have been had 
the institutional officers laid the 
plans, free of government c o n 


tr o l." 
Selling Educational Soul 
The liberal arts collage presi­ 
dent also said "there is a heavy 
price we must pay for federal 
dollars and it behooves us to 
know what that price is before 
we make the deal . . . The sac 
rifices one must make for that 
easy money would seem to in­ 
volve selling our educational soul. 
"A strong, diverse, dynamic 
system of colleges and universi­ 
ties guided and restricted only 
by their respective boards of con­ 
trol is truly one of the greatest 
treasures we possess,” Howard 
said.
